This  little  work  is  offered  to  the  pharmacist,  not  with  the 
object  of  fostering  the  much  discussed  and  generally 
vexatious  practice  of  counter-prescribing,  but  rather  as  a  mean  s 
of  providing  necessary  information  to  a  class  of  men  whose  daily 
occupation  is  that  of  supplying  the  remedies  for  diseased  humanity. 
It  is  held  that  the  better  one  is  informed  the  more  intelligently 
can  this  be  performed,  and,  further,  that  the  more  conversant  the 
pharmacist  is  with  the  nature  of  disease,  the  less  liable  is  he  to 
assume  the  responsibility  of  invading  the  physician's  domain, 
devoid  of  the  latter's  technical  and  practical  knowledge.

There  are  numerous  cases  of  flight 
ailments  constantly  coming  under  the  pharmacist's  attention, 
where  simple  remedies  are  required,  and  where  the  patient  will 
not  consent  to  employ  a  physician  ;  in  such  cases  the  pharmacist 
should  be  able  to  render  intelligent  assistance.  Granted  these 
contentions,  then,  this  little  work  is  admirably  adapted  to  perform 
the  mission  upon  which  it  is  sent  forth.  The  arrangement  is  alpha- 
betical of  diseases,  and  each  disease  is  defined,  the  symptoms  out- 
lined, a)  d  tr  atment  suggested  in  simple  style,  as  free  as  possible 
from  teel  ni?  lities.  The  book  is  printed  in  clear,  readable  type, 
on  good  pap  ir,  and  well  bound  in  cloth. — Canadian  Pharma-
